Mr Clayton's Speech at the Whig Mass 


Meeting in Delaware. 


Concluded. 


But the vote of James K. Polk and his allies, in 


the war on Domestic ludustry, was not ihe first ex- 
hibition of their spleen and hoitility to the Com- 
promise. Within six weeks after the passage of 
ihe act, the Executive of the United Stales began 
to violate its true spirit and its legitimate construc- 
tion, for the purpose of breaking down our Ameri- 
can policy.' On the 20th of April, 1833, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, under 1'resident Jackson, is- 
sued his famous Treasury Circular to all the offi- 
cers of the customs in the United States. Thai 
circular contained an Executive decree abrogating 
all the specific duties and the whole system ol rum- 
imums in the existing taritt'laws. Under a pretext 
as iureign froni,tbe views of all the men with whom 
1 acted in the passage of that law, as any thing the 
most remote, tuis arbitrary edict declared, without 
one syllable in the act to support it, thai it was ear 
intention, in passing it to repeal these specific du- 
ties and minimums. U is .scarcely, possible thiit any- 
human beiug could have beeu so ignorant as nut to 
know that a specific duty could, at any tune, be as 
well ascertained its au ad valorem <Juty, aud that 
these duties were convertible. By the Comprom- 
ise, we simply provided that all existing Uuties 
(whether specific or ad valorernj should he reduced 
according to * fixed ralin. This oulrage on the 
law, which, because the EnecuUve, whose province 
it was to collect the duties, had perpetrated it, was 
utterly without remedy, proved of great injury to 
all those manufactures which depended for protec- 
tion upon the uunimuius and specific duties. 


The injury inflicted on the manufacturing inter- 


est did not admit ut legal redress, for the friends of 
protection could not by auy possibility bring the 
question before uuy judicial iriounal, while the Ex- 
ecutive officers reiuscd to sue lor or collect tne du- 
ties in pursuance oi' their instructions. Nothing re- 
mained for us to do but to submit iu silence, unlil 
the returning sense of justice to the country should 
induce the people iu dnve the enemies of Domestic 
Industry from the high places of the Republic. 


And here let me pause, tor the purpose of entreat- 


ing every friend ol Home Labor, who has ever 
thought of voting lor James K. Polk as President of 
the United States, to take warning by the example 
which 1 have now set before him. If there be such 
a wan, let him not lay the flattering uuctiou to his 
soul that he can save his favorite policy, while Ihe 
Executive of the United Stales, with tne officers ol 
tire-Customs appointed~by~himy ii hostile lo That 
policy. They have the collection of the duties for 
protection, and he who would commit the lamb to 
the custody of the wolf, will justly suffer for his own 
folly. 


before I have done with this subject, I ought to 


mention, in this connexion, what I thiuk is another 
strongvevideuce of the hostility of James K. Poik 
and his political associates to the protective policy, 
and other true principles of the Compromise Act.— 
Although they couliuued in power from the passage 
of that law uutil the year ll&l, they never attempt- 
ed, iu a sicgle instance^ to provide either by pros- 
pective legislation or by any Executive regulation, 
lur any mode of assessing d>ities on the Home Valu- 
ation ; nor did they atUmpt to pass a law raising 
the duties, prospectively, after the 30th of June, 
1842, to the real wants of tbe government; although 
they knew as well, through the whole session ol 
Congress of 18W>-1, as we know now, one or both 
ofxthese measures ought to be prospectively adopt- 
ed, to save thfl goveruDieutlroui tli*dangerofbaiJi- 
ruptcy. The principle of the Home Valuation was 
a sine qua non, at the time of tbe passage of the act, 
with many of those who, like myself, voted for the 
purpose avowed' by me at the time, of saving the 
Protective policy. 
We considered that a vote 


for the "duties fixed by the act, to be assessed on 
this principle, was essentially, to all intents and 
purposes,a vote for Protection ; and we determined, 
therefore, to compel ftir Calhoun and his peculiar 
friends in the Senate lo record their votes iu the 
most unequivocal form, on the journal iu favor ol 
that principle. And here I cannot help complain- 
ing at the conduct of Mr Calhoun, after the passage 
of this law, and especially after the period when 
most of "us friendly 10 the Protective policy, who 
had voted with him for its passage, had left the Sen- 
ate ol the United States. How well his ccnJuct 
•comported with that feeling which became a man 
who had received at our hands a shelter from the 
storm which threatened to annihilate him, 1 leave 
for him and others who are in the same category to 
determine. To explain his conduct 1 must refer to 
a few facts. 
; 


While the motion was pending to amend the 


bill by directing the assessment ol tbe duties on 
tin- home value, a debate sprung 
up, in the 


c.mrse of winch Mr Calhoun repeatedly argued 
that the amendment was unconstitutional, and 
declared that it was impossible for him to vote 
for it. 
A number of Tariff Senators, friendly to 


the Compromise Act, with whom 1 was acting 
in concert,including among c thers,Samuel Bell, 
ot New Hampshire,A. Nandain, of Delaware, 
Samuel Foote, of Connecticut andJohn Holmes, 
oi Maine,had resolved to compel all the anti-pro- 
tectionists in (lie Senate to vote fur that amend- 
ment, in every stage of its passage, or to defeat 
the bill bv laying it on the table. 
We foresaw 


all the objections which have been since made 
to Ihe adaption of that mode of preventing eva- 
sions of the law and frauds on ihe revenue: and 
we knew that the amendment necessarily car- 
ried with it protection to American industry.— 
It was an unpleasant prescription for Mr Cal- 
houn; but it was not ill adapted to the peculiar 
disease under which he labored. Alter he trad fre- 
quently announced his unalterable determina- 
tion to vole against the amtndrnent,which he us 
often said, it would beja violation of the constitu- 
tion, and against his conscience, to support, a 
motion was made—and by myself—to lay the 
whole bill on the table; and, on the part of' my 
friends,! avowed our determination not to sufier 
it to be called up ajrnin during the session. 
At 


the request of a nuili.ying Senator, 1 withdrew 
that motion, to give himself and his friends time 
to rtrlecl further; but, at the same time, they 
were distinctly given to understand, that, un- 
less they agreed to vote for the amendment, at 
every stage of lie passage, the motion should be 
renewed, and the 
bill nailed to the table; in 


which event, they must fight it out with ihe 
(ienerai Government. Those who are curious 
In consult the fk-batrs in Con<rresn at that day, 
will see, hy recurring tn them, that, on the next 
diy: when the hill was taken up ag-jin,everv man 
among them, every enemy of the '''arirf in tiie 
Semite, inciud.iijr the 
Honorable John «..'.

It. is true, thnt premises made und.-r the 
fear of death, are not binding in law ; but it 


would he utterly inadmissible to suppose that 
Mr Calhoun acted 
under 
duress ; and it 


would be equally inadmissible to suppose that 
hia vote was given with a view to procure the j 
votes of others, then necessary for his own safe- 
ty,—because such a vote would 
have been a 


palpable fraud upon them,if,at the time,he med- 
itated an evasion of the pledge given in the a- 
mendment. 


Two days after tbe passage of thig bill, Con- 


gress adjourned; and, in less than three months, 
we learned, to our perfect astonishment, from 
the public prints,that Mr Calhoun was,in South 
Carolma,ezulting among his followers on ac- 
count of what he called his triumph over Henry 
Clay ! Jn the session of 1839, he even went BO 
far as to tell Mr Clay, on the floor of the Sen" 
ate, that, at the passage of the Compromise, HE 
was his master? 
It is true, that Mr Clay re- 


proved the folly of this arrogance, and even told 
(rrm " that he would not own him for a slave." 
But those who forced Unn into the position I 
liave described,had then left the Senate; and the 
swaggering of Mr Calhoun was not rebuked by 
them. 
1 finish this sketch by simply stating the 


fact, that ftir Calhoun is now understood to 
be a friend to the election of James K.'. Polk,the 
peculiar friend of General Jackson, who, iu 
1S33, threatened to hang him as high as Ha- 
man,and that Mr C. is also the uncompromising 
enemy of Henry Clay,! 


It may be tteuatrt due to the occasion, lhjt,as 


I have touched upon the principles of all ihec-an- 
didates, 1 should devote a lew moments to the 
consideration of the principles of Mr Dallas. 
If 


the modem Democrats are satisfied with his 
votes in the Senate, 1 do not see why we should 
complain of them. He was the father of the bill 
to re-charter the Bank of the United States,which 
lell by President Jackson's veto. 
He voted for 


the bill lo distribute the proceeds of the sales oi 
the Public Lands among the Slates, on all oc- 
casions within iny knowledge. And he profess- 
ed to be so sttonit a friend to Protection and the 
Tariff'policy,4hat he made a speech against the 
Compromise, because it reduced duties, and vo- 
ted against it, on its passage,for the avowed rea- 
son, that there was not enough protection in it 
lor him. 
lie stood alone by the side of a dis- 


tinguished Tariff Seuatoi in the debate against 
the Compromise, thug appearing not willing to 


try. 
One Southern Democratic Senator spoke 


against the bill, and was burnt in effigy hy some 
oi his constituents for so doing—although he ac- 
tually voted for it. 
1 hope Air Dallas may now 


share a better fate among bis Democratic constit- 
uents in the same region. 
It is due to him to 


say, that we now understand that he has chang- 
ed his ppiiciplos on all these great measures ; 
and thai some of his friends insist that he is as 
hostile to protection in every shape, as James K. 
Polk himself. 


But Henry Clay has never changed ; and his 


fcTWKons in the public councils, aided by li.g in- 
sUiiatiye eloquence,have done more for the cause 
ot UnHAoring classes in this nation, and have 
made more proselytes to the doctrines of the Piu- 
teclive policy than all the efforts ot any other 
man in the country. Al the lime he Commenc- 
ed his labois in Congress to build up the Ainet" 
ican System, most or' the young men of the Jua-~ 
lion were educatcd-in the Free Trade doctruies, 
of Adam Smith and the visionary theories of 
others like him, whAse knowledge oi Political 
Economy was obtained in the closet, instead of 
the council .chambei. 1 was one of those wh > 
had imbibed these opinions; and if,-for the last 
twenty years, 1 have been the steady friend ol 
protecting American inteiesls against foreign 
competition, it has been mainly owing in ik? 
conviction produced on my mind bv the perusal 
of those masteily specimens of argument and el- 
oquence, with which he sustained Ins favorite 
policy in (he halls of the cjpitol of our country.

ive conflagration that has afflicted it for a long time. 
It broke out in the steam pi an in r and carpenter's 
shop in the rear of Suffolk and Dover streets, and 
the materials abont being very combustible, the 
weather very hot, and a strong breeze from "the 
Back bay, the fire spread with extraordinary*ra- 
pidity. 


A block of fire small buildings on Suffolk street 


were soon swept away; and the fire next spread to 
the Urge brick block of eight buildings on Dovor 
street, which were soon wrapped in one sheet of 
flame. The first of these, on the corner of Suffolk 
street, tvas eceopied by John A. Bolles, Esq., late 
Secretary of State. The family had only time to 
save a few effects, when the fire drove them out. 


The large Franklin School house, erected at 


an expense to the city of about $'30,000, was 
next in order for destruction ; and while the fire- 
men were maJiing great exertions to save it, 
the fire spread along a block of small brick 
buildings on Groton Street, five of which were 
destroyed. 


A large wooden 
building on Washington 


street, occupied asa cabinet and box maker's 
shop was partially destroyed; and it was only by 
the greatest exertions that the "Engine House 
No. 12 was saved. Indeed, near the whole area 
bounded by Suffolk, Dover, Washington and 
Groton streets, is one mass of ruins. The fire 
caught in the house of Rev. J T. Sargent, on 
the opposite side of Dover street, but was ar- 
rested before the building was greatly injured.

by this conflagration. We have heard it esti- 
mated at from $73,000 to $100,000.
